1 . The amendment filed 1 -28-03 has been entered into the record and has been 
fully considered. 

2. Claims 26, 28 and 31 are canceled. Claims 5-19, 21, 25, 30, 32-33 and 34-41 
are pending. 

3. The text of Title 35 of the U.S. Code not reiterated herein can be found in the 
previous office action. 

4. As a result of applicants amendment, all rejections not reiterated herein have 
been withdrawn by the examiner. 



5. Claims 7-8 are objected to because of the following informalities: the claims 
recite apparent typographical errors. In claim 7, "polypeptide of the (1 )" is in error. In 
claim 8, "SEQ ID and NO:4" is in error. Cliam 17, line (c) would benefit from the article 
a before "chromatography column" and the conjunction "and" before element (d). 
Appropriate correction is required. 

6. Claims 9-11,1 4-1 7, 1 9, 21 , 25 and 33 are objected as depending from an$ 
objected base claim. 



Claim Objections 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

8. Claims 18 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 18 recites "said purification moiety." However claim 17 lacks proper 
antecedent basis for the recitation as amended. Correction is required. 

Claim 30 recites "(1) is at least one amino acid sequence..." However, claim 8 
lacks proper antecedent basis for (1 ) as amended. Correction is required. 

Status of Claims 

9. Claims 5, 6, 12-13, 32 and 34-41 are allowed. 

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
